tails. Levis was brought to an Atlan- 
ta hospital shortly after midnight 
Thursday morning with severe con- 
tusions and bruises about the head, 
His clothing was cut to shreds. 

At the local hospital he told offi- 
eers he and his young wife were at- 
tacked by two men near Jonesboro 
and that the two men had driven off 
with Mrs. Levis. Doubting his story, 
local officers checked up with Clay- 
ton county authorities, and a search 
for the missing wife was instituted. 

Early Friday morning Mrs. Levis, 
who had been given a ride on a Flor- 
ida fruit truck to this city, made 
known her identity to Atlanta police- 
men, who immediately took her in cus-

The usual! biennial Zionist congress 
which was due for midsummer this 
vear will assume the character of a 
Pan-Jewish convention. The date of 
meeting at Carlsbad has been ad- 
vanced to February in view of the 
continued estrangement of the British 
colonial policy in regard to Palestine 
from the Jewish point of view. The 
congress will be Pan-Jewish rather 
than Zionistic, because Palestine is ro 
longer the concern of a party in Ju- 
daism, but of all Israel. The efforts 
of the late Louis Marshall were 
brought to success a few days before 
his death in Zurich, two years ago, 
when the Jewish Agency was en- 
larged to include influential groups 
of Jews in all countries, who, al- 
though they could not accept the na- 
tionalist ideas of Zionism, nevertheless 
were willing co-operate with Zionism 
in the redemption of the homeland. 

The non-Zionists on the agency have 
been no less disillusioned by the 
colonial office white paper, which 
limits immigration into Palestine and 
in general tends to retard the upbuild- 
ing of the Jewish lafid, than the Zion- 
ists. But this is the first time that the 
non-Zionists will have an opportunity 
to unfold their views and plans in an 
international congresy. As: the majori_y 
of the non-Zionists come from west- 
ern countries including America, they 
are as a rule hard-headed businessmen, 
economists, lawyers and engineers.

ED CROSS COMBATS , 
: ARKANSAS PROFITEERING 
PINEBLUFF, Ark., Jan. 30.—(4) 
Discovering alleged profiteering by 
some merchants on food orders of 
drouth sufferers, the Jefferson County 
Red Cross chapter today drafted a 
list of fixed prices on staple supplies. 
Three retail and three wholesale gro- 
cers were called in by the Red Cross 
committee to aid in fixing fair prices. 
They allow a profit not exceeding 
10 per cent to the merehants. _ 
Committee members said an inves- 
tigation disclosed some merchants 1n 
the county were realizing profits of 
30 to 40 per cent on the groceries 
supplied the drouth sufferers. 
The committee also prescribed a list 
of staples from which the orders may 
be made up, and specified on the 
requisition blanks that any deviation 
from them would void the orders. 
Some merchants, the committee 
members said, were found to be fur- 
nishing the Red Cross dependents to- 
bacco, coffee and sugar, which are not 
ineluded on the list to be supplied. 
Instead of furnishing food direct to 
the sufferers, the Red Cross here, as 
in other places, gives them requisitions 
for fixed amounts on merchants, The 
merchants turn in the requisitions and 
receive payment from the Red Cross. 
Each requisition in the future, the 
committee announced, will bear a list 
of staples which may be furnished, to- 
gether with the prices to be charged, 
jand a warning that deviation from the 
prescribed lists will void the orders. 
The Red Cross is now feeding 6,033 
families in Jefferson county, and so 
far has spent $29,700.

| In Georgia’s Legislative Halls | 


Legislators in both houses of the 
general assembly were bombarded Fri- 
tlay on the plan to abolish Americus 
Normal College. Americus business- 
men and teachers declared that 
to abolish Americus Normal Col- 
lege would leave the entire section 
without a teacher training organiza- 
tion. In addition it was declared that 
facilities furnished by the junior col- 
lege enable parents to give their chil- 
dren a college education at cost much 
less than that entailed when students 
are sent from their homes to colleges 
in other sections with the attendant 
expense of maintenance while away 
from home. Thirty-seven counties 
now are represented in the student 
body at Americus Normal, it was said. 
All of. these students are being edu- 
ijecated at an appreciable saving both to 
; the state and to themselves as a re- 
sult of being able to attend the col- 
lege there, it was stated. 


Representative J. S. Jones, of Me- 
Duffie, will introduce a bill Monday 
j to relieve kerosene oil of its 4 cents 
\e gallon tax, it was said Friday. The 
kerosene tax brings in approximately 
$300,000 in revenue each year, but 
kerosene oil is known as the “poor

The New Golf Ball. 
ALM BEACH, Fla., Jan. 30.—The new golf ball, lighter and larger 
than the old, drew a tough start for its debut. Through early 
January it came along in a season of winds and rains from California | 
to Florida, all across the sun-line belt where most of the winter golf | 
is played. | 
As a result of this unusual weather situation for some weeks 
before the sun finally broke through, the atmosphere was rife | 
} 


with dirges and squawks. Holes around 400 and 420 yards had 
suddenly been turned into three-shotters against the wind. The 
brassie and the spoon had become the most used clubs in the 
bag through the fairways. But it was noticeable that the com- 
plaints faded a trifle when the winds began to lose their early 
sting and force and a warmer sun arrived on the scene. | 
As it is now there are still any number of debates concerning the | 
lasting popularity of the new missile the golfer must swing at. Many 
like the new ball better. Many don’t like it at all. And there is an 
even larger army still debating the situation, wondering just how much 
the slight loss in length will be offset by an easier ball to get into the 
air and to control on pitch shots up to the pin. Down at Boca Raton, 
Tommy Armour, the professoinal champion, is all for it. He reports 
that most of the pros who battled in recent California tournaments 
feel the same way. 

“When the average golfer throws aside his first prejudice,’ 
Armour says, “he will find it an easier ball to handle with almost 
every club. How many average golfers do you see who could > 
get the old ball up from the fairway with a brassie or a long 
iron? Not many. And then it was often an accident. 

“They will now have a chance to use the longer clubs for the first 
time with something like real confidence, and without confidence golf 
is an impossible game to play.”’ ? 


The Debate Goes On. 
“IN MY opinion,’ Jock Hutchinson reports, “the new ball will be a 
great thing for us veterans. It puts more of a premium on skill 
and control than on mere power. Walter Hagen feels the same way 
about it.’’ 

But the average golfer hasn’t yet gotten over his loss of dis- 
tance against the wind. He finds himself short on the 190 and © 
200-yard short holes where he used to get home. ‘He finds his 
iron shots are climbing too quickly against the wind and therefore 
falling short. Also, against the wind, the holes between 400 and 
430 are beyond his two-shot range. 

One way to meet this situation is to watch the placing of the tees. 
If the play is against the wind, the extreme front of the forward tees 
should be used. The length of most courses can be cut down by using 
the front tees for ordinary every-day play, which is where most golf is 
played. This will be a help since many courses had picked up too much | 
length. Unless this matter of placing the tees correctly is closely | 
watched, many fine two-shot holes will lose their character.

f dcaeme) ARMOUR was discussing iron play, which he considers the 
main foundation of any good scoring game. 

“It is much easier for the average golfer to swing the club 
head with driver or brassie,” he remarked, ‘‘where the ball is 
teed up.» Under these conditions he’can use his hands and wrists 
and arms more freely: : : | 
“But when it comes to iron play there is a great temptation to | 

let the body take charge. The body is more powerful than hands or | 
arms and once it gets too active there is no chance to get any speed 
in-the club head. I like to watch a golfer who knows he has a pair | 
of hands and wrists-and who also knows they have to be used in throw- | 
ing the club head, or swinging the club head. 

“Paul Waner says he is hitting the ball better on days when 
he feels that his body has stopped in time,’ I remarked to 
Armour. 

“The same is true of the golf swing,’ Armour said. “What really 
happens is that the body gets out of the way and lets the hands and 
arms go to work. The average golfer hasn’t any left hand at all. He 
hasn’t feel or power or activity with his left hand and left arm. So

Yhow can he expect to use it correctly in the swing, where it is such | 


a big part of the swing? 

“It will be quite a help if he will build up the left arm and 
the left grip by swinging the club with the left hand for a while. | 
Let him get the feel of using the left hand, of swinging with the | 
left hand. | 
“I believe it is much easier to get the body out of the way by using | 

the closed stance, with the left foot pretty well advanced. You are| 
then in better starting position for both back swing and down swing. | 
There is less temptation to throw the right side around and it is simpler | 
to swing from the inside in place of cutting across the ball. I believe | 
this closed stance is something almost every average golfer should 
take up if he wants to make the game simpler and sounder. Let him | 


| Stick that left foot out beyond the right and then start his swing back | 


on the inside circle. He will then have a simpler problem to tackle |

Financier, in Address at 

Athens Farm Confer- 
ence, Says State’sUnique 
Appeal Should Be Mar- 
keted.

ATHENS, Ga.,: Jan.-30.—‘If Geor- 
gia will cultivate her tourist crop as 


she does her farm crops, she will be 
producing a cash crop in which there 
ean be no overproduction,” _Howard 
Coffin, financier, told 500 agricultural 
leaders at the annual Farmers’ Week 
and ‘Marketing Conference Friday. 

Mr. Coffin, developer and owner of 
Sapelo Island near. Brunswick, said 
that Geofgia has a unique appeal 
| which should be properly marketed. 
He said that annually more than $300,- | 
000,000 of tourist money passes 
through the state to Florida. 

“We should advertise,” he said, 
“but should wait until we get our 
houses clean enough that we will not 
have to apologize. 

“Our unpaved roads are the great- 
est drawback,” said Mr. Coffin. “Geor- 
gians should not limit their transpor- 
tation discussions to paved roads 
alone, but should think of rail, air, 
and water means in planning to take 
care of their future marketing activi- 
ties. 

“We must get to work and sell 
Georgians on their own state, educat- 
ing them to the great possibilities of 
the state, and kill the ‘inferiority com- 
plex’ which many of them have,” Mr. 
Coffin added. 

“Any diversion of the highway build- 
ing funds at the present time would 
have a disastrous effect upon our tour- 
ist trade and progress of the state gen- 
erally.

“Although the marketing of the 
‘product is of great importance, it is 
‘only one of three or four ways of 
making cotton profitable. The three 
essentials are: (1) an intelligent fore- 
east of the supply and demand at the 
time of marketing so that the farmer 
may use the information as a guide 
in planning the next year’s crop:
